A daring aud perilously near suc­ 
cessful attempt at wholesale Jail de­ 
livery occurred Saturday night in The 
county jail. The main actors in the 
drama were Frank Scribner, a prison­ 
er charged wkh complicity in two 
murders—that of hie own wife and of 
•Putnam—and Lowery Lee, night Jail 
guard. 
The story of the incident as relat­ 
ed by Mr. Lee is substantially that 
about 9:16 o’clock Saturday evening 
w'hen all was quiet about the Jail, 
and he was sitting in the front cor­ 
ridor. that serves as a Jail office as 
well 
as corridor, he heard Frank 
Scribner say: “Did 
you 
ever 
try 
throwing up your hands?” Lee did not 
even turn around to look as he sup­ 
posed It was merely some jollying” 
on the part of the prisoner. The ques­ 
tion was repeated, however, and then 
Lee tunned mend and looked *alo 
the yawning depths of the muzzle of 
a Winchester pump 
shot 
gun 
and 
hee rd Scribner say: “ 
you, I mean 
it! Up with ’em!” And Lee’s hands 
went up good and high, since there 
seemed to be no other use to which 
he could conveniently put them just 
at that particular time. 
“Where’s 
your 
pistol?” 
was 
the 
next question, which amounted to a 
command, and Lee said: “•I'll give it 
to you, Frank.” and started to lower 
his hands. 
But Scribner was taking 
no such chances and ordered him to 
keep his hands up, and high up. J. 
W. Brooks, who was being held for 
officers of Sherman. Tex., on some 
minor charge, was in the corridor, 
the local officers not wanting to lock 
him up with the other prisoners in 
the cage, and Scribner ordered him 
to take the gun from the guard. 
Brooks obeyed. 
Scribner now demanded that Le*1 
unlock the cage door and Lee replied 
that he did not have the keys but 
asked Brooks to go to the desk in 
the corner of the front corridor and 
find (the keys in a drawer. (He hoped 
that Brooks 
would 
‘make 
a 
bolt 
through' the open door of the corri­ 
dor and raise the alarm But Brooks 
seemed to .he too much scared to 
do anything. 
In the meantime Lee begged Scrib­ 
ner to not do anything rash nor?to 
shoot and promised that, he would 
open the door and allow him to go, J in-g to surrender 


possible and that something would 
occur to relieve the situation. Scrib­ 
ner continued to order Lee to open 
the door and the guard stepped!* to­ 
ward the desk but instead of going' 
to k stepped behind one of the ajteel 
boxes on the front wall of the cage 
in which are the levers operating. the 
cage doors. 
Scribner could see the 
guards feet but could not see -his 
body. Lee, from this cover, then told 
Scribner that he would not open the 
door. But in this defiance of the des * 
perate man he 
had 
forgotten 
one 
thing, and that was that the pris­ 
oner had his six 
shooter. 
Scribner 
withdrew the shot gun and stepping 
Ito the corner 
of 
the 
main 
page 
reached through the small opening 
through which the prisoners toad Is 
passed, reached far around the cor­ 
ner of the cage and pointed the gun 
at the guard. Thou^i from this point 
Scribner could not.see the guard at 
all, on account of the fart that the 
wall between the cage and the front 
corridor 
is solid steel 
instead of 
bars, the guard could see the gun all 
right and could see that for the gun 
to be discharged would be very un­ 
healthy for him. 
So he told Scrib­ 
ner (that he was only jollying and 
for him to go to the door and he 
would open the cage by means of the 
(levers in the box. 
Scribner- withdrew the pistol and 
stepped to the door. With a wild leap 
for life and liberty Lee sprang thro 
the open door of the corridor and in- 
»to the hallway of the court house. 
This was no Jockey race and the time 
thought not 
officially 
recorded 
is 
guaranted by (Mr. Lee to be up to the 
very highest test, lf the outer door of 
corridor hod been locked or even 
temporarily fastened the guard could 
not have escaped without being shot. 
He made some Wtttle noise in getting 
away and incidentally gave out the 
Information that the prisoners were 
all armed to the teeth and ready to 
break Jail and murder the unsuspect­ 
ing populace.

So far as the ev idence goes it seems 
that the work was all by I Yank 
Scribner, though if he had succeeded 
in forcing the guard to open (the 
cage it is likely that every prisoner 
would have made a break for lib­ 
erty. 
The question now to be answered 
was: 
Where did Scribner get (the 
gun? 
It was found that he had made 
use of a mop stick and some sticks 
that had been given the prisoners to 
fix their bunks with, tieing them to­ 
gether to make a long pole. 
In one 
end of it'bis pole he 'had made a hook 
with a nail. He also had in his pos­ 
session a smald hand mirror. 
One end of the corridor is cut off 
and makes a small bed room about 
five by eight feet in size and in this 
little room is a cot on which th*1 
guards sleep at times. 
Tinder this 
cot several guns are usually kept 
loaded and ready for use. 
From the cage in which the -pris­ 
oners are kept it la possible to see in­ 
to 
this room from two 
points, one 
through the main door of the cage 
across a corner of the front cor­ 
ridor and the other from the side 
of the cage across a corner of the 
narrow side corridor and through 
the door in the end of the Utile noon.

The Jail officers think that the 
gun was secured about two or three 
hours before the attempted delivery, 
but they state that it may have been 
secured earlier in the day.

though the Jail is full of prisoners 
and they make a lot af noise in a 
good-natured sort of way they are 
respectful and submissive. There has 
been no apparent ill feeling among 
them on account of the incident of 
Saturday night and no indication of 
any farther trouble. 
Mr. Miles soye that after hie fail­ 
ure to escape Scribner seemed to be 
very despondent. 
He thinks lie was 
desperate enough to have gone to any 
length in order to hove escaped and 


under the most trying circumstances 
he likely wmM have aooomffltdhsd 
his purpose. 
. As there are several prisoners who 
are resting, under the most serious 
charges and one, Dan Scribner, and 
a brother of the man attempting the 
delivery, under sentence of death, the 
success of the attempt would have 
been extremely serious.

The 
windows were barred and screened as 
usual. 'He asked the stranger what 
he was doing and the roan replied 
that he had brought some water mel­ 
ons to the prisoners. There were 
'■ame melons in the j&H yard. The 
Judge also asked for the sheriff but 
the stranger replied that he did not 
know where he had gone. 
Judge Terrell then went into the 
Jail yard burt still could find no one 
connected wtrh the Jail. Finally, after 
searching th rough the court house 
he found a guard coming out of the 
office of (Mr. Cox on the second floor. 
•He warned the guard of the danger 
of leaving the Jail unprotected and 
told bin of the stranger tieing there 
and talking with the prisoners freely. 
The guard then went to the Jail and 
resumed his duties, 
Judge Terrell .said. “I consider this 
'very careless management, especially 
as there are prisoners of such im­ 
portance confined in the Jail.” 
Expressions of sentiment along this 
same line are frequently heard among 
the people generally of the city. In 
view of recent very' serious happen­ 
ings the good fieopfe would appre­ 
ciate the stricter possible discipline 
and care in all matters connected 
with the Jail.
